Notes: Date of 1545-1559 reflects the nature of the dedication of this book. The intended owner, Charles II of Valois 
died in 1545, so presumably his name was erased from the dedication page, and Margaret of Valois, his sister, became 
the new owner. She acquired the title of Duchess of Savoy in 1559, and the dedication, which addresses her also as 
Duchess of Savoy in a newer hand, must have been written after she gained her newest title. She could have received 
this book, however, at any point between 1559 and her death in 1574.
